Yale's halls wilt resound to the 
footsteps of Elihu Yale some time 
soon when he enters the institution 
of learning that bears his name. It 
will not be the, hoary ghost of the 
eighteenth century merchant who 
donated £562 12s. In goods for the 
purchase of books for a new college, 
however, but a very-much-alive 
young lad who, only a few short 
weeks ago, had no thought of ever 
attending Yale, 

Elihu Yale, a direct descendant of 
his famous namesake's brother, had 
been attending Mamdem High 
School, unbeknownst to University 
officials, when a neighbor, a Yale 
alumnus, became interested in the 
coincidence of his name. 
Mb^llb^of e the slight, dark< 
halircd'w^^ew what happened, he 
had been prombcd his full tuition 
at Yale by WlUrod H. Moody, ex 
1924, and was enrolled in the 
Cheshire Academy in order to fui* 
fill the admission requirements. 

He was shy at the sudden burst of 
publicity yesterday which brought 
reporters and photographers swarm 
Ing to his room. "It's pretty won 
dcrful," he said. "I guess it's one of 
th0£e things that happens once in a 
lifetime." 

"I don't know how I happened to 
be named Elihu," he remarked. "It 
was my father's idea, I guess. Bight 
now I've got Ethan Frame and Civil 
War reconstruction on my mind."

Chinese Students Run Camp 

Summer service projects are now 
familiar to most American students. 
There is practically no campus 
which doci not have a student 
spending the summer vacation in a 
settlement house or àt a work 
camp. 

Chinese students, interestingly 
enough, do the same sort of thing. 
In the summer of 1941, 664 students 
took part in a wide variety of com 
munity activities. There is one 
marked difference between the Am 
erican and the Chinese scene in this 
regard. In America, students often 
pay their own expenses in sum 
mcr work. In China, students are 
destitute, and must find some way 
of keeping body and soul together 
during the vacation. Summer pro- 
jects are thus recognized gbyi^the 
National Student Relief Committee 
in China as an excellent way to give 
student aid during the summer. 
Students are accordingly given 
grants— pitifully small, to be sure— 
which at least keep them at subsist 
ence level until college opens in the 
fall. 

The summer projects are exceed 
ingiy varied. In Kunming, students 
organized and ran six free schools, 
with a total enrollment of 93S. 
There were classes for men and 
women as well as children. A stu 
dent tea room was the project it 
Yuanling, with tea served gratis 
4,039 people used the place during 
the two months that it was open 
Students in Kweiyang made a con' 
trlbutlon to China's war effort by 
rendering . service to . wounded 
■oldiers. Medical students in this 
group did effective health and 
hygiene work among 600 students 
in a large primary school. Another 
group at the same center wrote and 
published a manuscript of 49 
pages which contained articles 
about student life, student struggles 
In i wartime, etc. 

An original project was the one 
at Chengku, where twenty students 
carried on a make-up school for 
their fellows who had not made the 
grade in the preceding academic 
f Continued on Page Tour; 



Harvard Debates McGill 
On the Atlantic Charter 
Here Next Friday Night 



Proceiéds of Admission 
Charges Will Be Given 
To Benefit Red Cross 

An international, intercolleg- 
iate debate on tlic advantages of 
tlic so-called Atlantic Charter 
will be argued between this 
University and Hnrvnrd next 
Friday night. Tiic debate will 
be held here under the auspices 
of the McGill War Council and 
the proceeds will be directed to 
the Red Cross. There will be a 
universal charge of twenty-five 
cents per person. 

The management of the de- 
bate is in the liands of the Cul- 
tural Group on the War Council. 
This Committee is working in 
conjunction with the Debating 
Unions, which arc identified 
with it, and the Glee Club. 

The subject of the debate is "Re- 
solved that the Atlantic Charter is 
a sufficient basis for the future." 
Though the assignment of the sides 
is not as yet decisive, the Harvard 
men have indicated their preference 
for the negative of the resolution. 

Because of the statement of Pre- 
mier Winston Churchill that the 
Charter is Intended to serve as a 
foundation for the Democratic 
World Order, the theme of the de- 
bate is timely and is felt to be of 
wide interest, both to Canadians 
and to Americans. 

Former Debate Recalled 
The debate will, be held on the 
McGill Campus, though the exact 
locale is not as yet decided. This 
win be the first large international 
debate since the McGilt-Florida 
meet here two years ago. It is a 
point of interest that the subject 
under discussion then concerned 
American political and economic 
isolation outside of the Western

MseArthur Opens Offensive 

In a surprise attack the Americans in Balan have captured several 
Japanese advance positions, and in one sector have forced, the invaders 
to retreat some distance.. It was learned from this source also that Sir

Red Debaters 

French College 
Triumphs in 
Bilingual Contest 



Laval University continued the 
precedent established two years ago 
when last night they defeated a 
McGill team in a bilingual Inter- 
collegiate debate on the subject of 
"Early Marriages." Laval supported 
the affirmative. 

One speaker on each side spoke 
in English and one in French, and 
each made his rebuttal in the other 
iMguage. Laval wu represented by 
Jein'IWBrchand oFthlfd y'ear Scl- 
ence and Robert Gourdeau, a sec- 
ond year Medical student. The Mc- 
Gill team consisted of Albert Gad- 
bois. Law '42, and Ernest Skutezky 
of final year Commerce. 

Gourdeau. the first speaker, em- 
phasized that marriage for love is 
more frequently realized among 
young than old people. Children 
get more benefit out of parents 
who are young, for their interests 
are more closely allied. He also 
said that young marriages make not 
only for more children but for 
healthier ones, and consequently a 
stronger nation. When people arc 
young, he said, that "dangerous 
past" is much shorter. 

The first speaker for the negative, 
Ernest Skutezky, pointed out that 
people arc biologically mature long 
before they are morally secure, 
Young people are apt to consider 
marriage as an experience without 
remembering that it is "the most 
important step In life." Early mar- 
riage is more apt to lead to a part- 
ing of the ways in later life. It is

University Statistics Show Gain 
Of 161 Students over Last Year 



Following a recent meeting of 

the University Senate it was 
announced that the number of 
students enrolled at McGill this 
year totals 3,393. This figure 
shows an Increase of 161 stu- 
dents over last year.'' 1,192 of 
the total figure are women stu- 
dents. ' 
: The gain was largely due to 
the Increase in the Science di- 
vision of the Faculty of Arts 
and Science which has an addi- 
tion of 101 students. The total 
number in this group is 580. 
This remarkable tot|a is cred- 
ited to the stress laid on Kien- 
Uflc study by the Wartime 
Technical Personnel Board. Al- 
ready tlils department of the 
government Is conducting an 
effort to place all students 
studying some scientific, sub- 
jects in war industries. 

400 out of the 616 students in*

Dr. Darbelnet 
Outlines Fall 

French Decline 
Mapped Out in 
IRC Address 



Professor Darbelnet spoke to the 
International Relations Club yes- 
terday evening on the course of 
events which preceded the fall of 
France. After a brief introduction 
by R. MitcheU, the President of the 
caub, Professor Darbelnet proceed- 
ed to his subject. 

Beginning with the period from 
1028 to 1992 which he described as 
the apogee of the republic. Profes- 
sor Darbelnet told of the coming of 
the depression to France and of the 
split between the rightist and the 
leftist parties which put an end to 
a happy succession of coalition gov- 
ernments and fiscal surpluses. 

He detailed the attempt on the 
part of the president to align the 
political sects, and that of Barthou, 
whom he described as one of the 
greatest of France's foreign minis- 
ters, to secure a strong alliance in 
Central' and Eastern Europe. 

Professor Darbelnet then - discus- 
sed the Blum Mlnlstery, which, by 
its attempting to accomplish too 
much in the way of social reform, 
weakened the country militarily, 
and caused a further split between 
the various parties. He then con- 
tinued with the Daladler Govern- 
ment and its policy of appeasement 
both at home and abroad. 

A discussion period was then 
opened in which the queries of his 
auditors were answered by Profes- 
sor Darbelnet 

The speaker was then thanked, 
and the meeting adjourned.

TOM OF THE TECHE

His was the Pays de la Teche. That is all 
he knew about it, that the earth was brown, 
that the sky was grey and that he was Tbm ol 
the Teche. He knew of the com and he knew 
of the rice and also of the sugnr cane; of the 
fields that were as dry as the dust, nnd tliose 
thai were under the water and of the swamps. 
And he also knew of the trees that were 
covered with the moss. That is all that Tom 
had known until he came to New Orleans, far 
from the Pays de la Teche. 

And the Mississippi was not the Teche. What 
had been clear in the past was muddy now. 
And Tom wondered how it was that that wide 
strip of wet earth floored between the two low 
banks. But then, as he looked at the river, be- 
yond the docks, he saw, the banks that had 
Ijcen raised. And then he also saw the big 
thing that was of the iron and concrete and 
was covered with many red tiles and there was 
the mud of the Mississippi that entered it and 
the drinking water that left it. And Tom knew, 
then, why it was that there was that which 
flowed between the banks: because there was 
the living thing in it, that was the fresh water. 

And there was more than Tom learned to 
know. He learned to know of the iron hooks 
which caught the coffee sack at the top and he 
would crawl underneath and . shift It onto his 
back and then it would be piled high in the 
warehouses. All that he learned to know, and 
even more. He came to know that there were 
hours in the day and not only sunrise to sunset 
and sundown to sunrise. He came to know 
that when there were no sacks of coffee there 
were the bales of cotton that came from up the 
river and not the tramping from Beaumont to 
Morgan City. And he also came to know of 
funds, and that was money that did not come 
from the foreman and that then there would be 
no work, only much talk about much blood 
And there was so much of it that Tom did not 
know of which there was more, whether of the 
Mississippi or of the blood. And TOm.of the 
Teche wondered how it was that whites and 
blacks were the same and, then', deep in his 
heart he felt that there were not any blacks or 
whites any more but blacks and whites or fore 
men. And then, as he tried to think more, he 
could not because they all became one: coffee 
sacks, foremen, bales of cotton, muddy waters, 
hours. , . . 

Then, the solid back that Tom had was not 
so solid any more. And the weight of the sack 
did not rest any more on it but on the small 
of his back, and Tom had to bend down further 
and his face came much closer to the concrete 
floor and it was hard to see that which was 
ahead of him. And then, one day, there were 
two ships that came in, one behind the other, 
because the one had pulled Into Recife for re- 
pairs in the engine. So there were the two 
ships that the foremen said were to be unloaded 
in the time of one. And there was much that 
was happening around the docks and the piles 
inside the warehouses were not as even as they 
had always been and many of the sacks of cof- 
fee were forced open, and the little grains that 
were green and grey spread over the concrete 
floor. ,' 

And Tbm Of the Teche was standing close 
to the ship, on the quay, and there was the hook 
In his hand and opposite him was Charlie and 
they were waiting for the sacks to come from 
the hold of the ship. And Tom was breathing 
much and he felt much pain in his back. And 
then the sacks came over and then they were 
right above and Tom and Charlie pulled the 
trailer close to the ship so that when the sacks 
came down they would land right on it. And 
it was all within very little time. Then, sud- 
denly, the rope that held the sacks tore and 
Tom saw the little bits of rope at the two ends, 
where it tore, and then as he' tried to jump 
away his feet were not fast enough and the 
sacks beat Tom of the Teche down to the con- 
crete floor. And his back was weak and the 
ribs broke from the force of the fall and he was 
buried under the sacks. And then blood, very 
red and very hot, spread from underneath the 
sacks over the grey concrete floor. And then 
black and white ran and they lifted the sacks 
and when they reached Tom and turned the 
crushed body of the man of the Teche so that 
his shut eyes faced the clear blue sky they 
knew that he was as dead as the concrete floor 
on which he was lying. And the foremen 
looked from the warehouse and from the ship 
and they wondered what It was that made the 
men, black and white, stop because there were 
the tw^ships that were to be unloaded. . . . 
' And then there were more men coming. 
There were those who threw the hooks, that 
caught the coffee sacks at the top, on the floor 
and they ran. And then there were the drivers 
of the machines that were electric and they left 
thfm Just where they were. And then there 
were the men who came off the ships and with 
them were the cooks who had the tall, white 
hats, and there were also the men who were 
at the engines and they were covered with the 
black oil because the ship was to leave quickly 
and there was much that was to be loaded at 
Santos, and they were also running one behind 
the other. Then, from behind the docks came 
many, and they had sat on the concrete floor 
and their back to the wall of the warehouse 
because they could not unload as there was no 
ship for them. And there was no more of the 
grey concrete floor bétween the ship and the 
warehouse, only many feet of many men. 

Then, as they lifted the body of the man of 
the Teche, above their heads, there was a great 
silence for a minute, the silence of graveyards, 
only there was not all the green that grew In 
them, and thore were not the yellow, blue and 
red flowers and the ribbons. And from the 
sun came down heit that mixed with the heat 
in the veins of the men and as fhey looked up 
and saw a shiny steel bird that was crossing the 
•kies they shouted. The ships became small 
and so did the warehouses because there were 
the many men covering the grey concrete floor 
that had not know that there were so many of 
them, and that when TOm of the T<Jche would 
bo buried under the sacks that they would then 
all come together. And it alw dW not know 
that thore would then be the hot sun in the sky 
and that the airplane would cross it, and that 
then the men wouW shout.- That the grey con- 
crete floor had known, that many feet had 
covered it and they were the feet of black and 
•«rblte and that there yrete the aUps and fhe 
I 



warehouses but that they had not been built 
for such men as could shout so much when the 
black man of the Teche would die. Silent feet, 
the floor had known, of men who had been 
silent under the sacks of coffee, while there 
had been ships in the harbor and they had to 
be unloaded, four and five in the time of one. 

And then, as they .shouted, they came to 
know much of what the floor had learnt to 
know, that the ships and the warehouses were 
too small for the sound. And while they held 
the man of the Tcchc above their heads, they 
began moving, step by step, until there was 
nothing but the grey concrete floor between 
the warehouse and the ships. And while they 
walked, they did not shout any more because 
there was the sound of their feet that hit the 
concrete floor, step by step. And then they 
reached the wide open road, at the end of the 
docks, that was Canal Street. For a moment 
they stood in great silence but then, as men and 
women began to run, Into stores and hotels, and 
there were doors that were quickly shut and 
cars that were left in the centre of the road, 
they began moving again because there were no 
other masters to the street but they. And, as 
they moved, step by step, doors opened and 
men came out and added theirs as they hit the 
concrete floor with their feet. 

Then, suddenly, they stopped moving. On 
top of a bus that had been left empty there 
stood a man. And while he raised his hands 
men climbed to the top of the bus and with them 
was the body of Tom of the Teche and they 
put it at the feet of the man whose hands were 
raised. Then the men slid back and they 
looked up. The man had no shirt and there 
was much black oil on him from the engines of 
the ship. And when he opened his mouth there 
was a sound that was much as that of the en- 
gines only that it was harder. Far beyond the 
men it went, beyond Canal Street and on to 
the docks, to the warehouses and to the ships 
and to the Mississippi that was full of the mud, 
and to the great bridge that was of steel. 

"Men. There Is the continent to the north 
and there is the gulf to the south. Tlie con- 
tinent Is of sand and the gulf is of water but 
they arc both the ocean because none but skip- 
pers will steer men through their currents. 
And, men, we are 'no sailors to a mighty navy 
behind mighty guns. We are tramps In tramp- 
crs that fly a different flag on sighting differ- 
ent ships in the great ocean. Coal feeds the 
heart of our ships while the black oil flows in 
the veins of the ships of the great armada. 
Wind, rain, storm swept are our decks, men, 
and the steel has never known the touch of 
paint. And many have the waves carried off 
the decks, much has the depth swallowed. And 
this is not what we want We want no oceans 
filled with corpses so that ships would sail flat 
bottomed and would no more fear the storm. 
What we want are good ships so the bigger 
ships will not reach port before the smaller 
ships and then two .ships will have to be un- 
loaded in the time of one. and then the corpses. 
No, men. this is not what we want. Wc shall 
wage battle, we always have. And, then, wc 
perhaps would not have minded bad ships, ships 
are always ships, only that we must sail them 
and we do not want other ships sailing over 
corpses, our corpses. 

"And. then, men, there Is the blood. Wo 
have become accustomed to our own blood. 
When we speak of blood others speak of water, 
so to us it holds no horror. And we do not 
want to spcok of the blood but why must it 
always be ours. And why, men, must it be 
blood at all . . . Only there were the two ships 
that had to be unloaded In the time of one. And 
why, the warehouses are full of coffee and In 
Santos they feed the sloops not with the coal, 
and not with the black oil but with the grey 
green beans, with the coffee." 

Then, as the man slopped for a moment, he. 
fixed his eyes on the body of the black man 
of the Teche. Then he rose. Tor a minute he 
looked beyond the crowd, to the docks and then 
the Iron that was his voice hit again: 

"Tom of the Teche was no coffee, and he 
made the engines of the ship run . . . But then 
the ocean will be so full of<the corpses and they 
would bo floating. And then many of them 
will float together and the air would sUnk of 
them. But more and more they will collect as 
they win float with the currenU until the big- 
gest ship of them all, confounded by the stink 
of its own fodder, would sail right into the 
corpses, and then it would go down Into the 
depths. As there was no blood in .the corpses 
they had turned into a floating rock, an ice- 
berg . . ." 

A shot was heard from behind the bus and 
the man, blood spurting through his mouth, fell 
over the corpse, that was Tom of the Teche, and 
further, on to the grey concrete road, ,Becauae 
the men had turned their backs and they were 
running, back to the docks from where they 
hud come. There was much that came from 
behind the bus, men in Khaki and rifles in their 
hands and men in black with pistols i , .

DOWNHILL AND SLALOM 

As in previous years, the meet 
will consist only of downhill arid 
slalom races. The downhill will be 
run on the Kandahar, while the 
Flying Mile will be used for the 
giant slalom on Sunday. 

Running the same hill in last 
year's slalom Bob Meraervey easily 
copped first place honours last year 
ahead, of Bob Townsend and Doug 
Mann.
